Sponsors to Call Many Bills to 
the Front, but the Leaders 
Say Few, if Any, Will 
Be Chosen.

Washington, D. C., Dec. 6—[Special }— 
Congress will convene at noon tomorrow, 
and, according to plans of the leaders, little 
will be done in the three months’ session 
other than to provide for spending money. 
This does not mean that congress wishes 


to spend money. On the other hand, every 
effort will be made toward retrenchment, as 


| the condition of the treasury is such as to 


give some anxiety to the national lawmakers 
and guides of the countty’s destiny. 

But there ere so many things that demand 
immediate attention that it is almost certain 
to be another billion dollar session. 

The session will be by no means devoid of 
‘pyrotechnics. Senator Foraker will enliven 
the deliberations of the upper house with 
emphatic argument as to why the Browns- 
ville negro soldiers should be given authority 
by congress for reénlistthent. 


Chagrined Solons to Protest. 
Those members of the senate who are 
chagrined that the Japanese-American 
agreement should have been entered into 
without their seal of approval are going to 


A great many representatives feel con- 
strained to gather together in the interest 
of reform in the house rules, but notwith- 
standing widespread sentiment in favor of a 
change it is not considered probable that 
action will be taken in this regard until 
the reorganization of the next house. 

The publicity bill also will come up, and 
in view of the demand throughout the coun- 
try for a law of this kind it is believed the 
measure will receive favorable consideration.

Would Amend Trust Law. 
There is @ considerable element in both 
houses favorable to such changes in the 
Sherman anti-trust law as will provide im- 
munity for some of the combinations. 
Many desire the amendment of the inter- 
state commerce law 80 as to permit tariff 
agreements among the railroads and to elimi- 
nate the commodities clause of the law. 

The labor interests will continue their ef- 
forts in behalf of a modification of the in- 
junction laws so as to make them inapplica- 
ble to labor disputes. 

The advocates of separate statehood for 

Arizona and New Mexico will press their 
claims and declare they will have the sup- 
port of the president. 
The president will recommend legislation 
locking to the supervision of telegraph and 
telephone lines and there will be bills offered 
bringing them within the jurisdiction of the 
interstate commerce commission. Ship sub- 
sidy will receive attention. 


No Action on the Tariff Now. 

There will de much discussion of the tariff 
in the cloakrooms and the ways and means 
committee of the house will continue its 
efforts to frame a bill, but no measure will 
receive attention on the floor of either house 
until after March 4, when the special seasion 
will concentrate its efforts upon this one 
subject. 

The deficit in the revenues is giving the 
leaders much concern, and many of them 
would be delighted if some method for the 
relief of the treasury could be devised, but 
this subject is so fmterwoven with the tariff 
that it seems probable its general consider- 
ation will be deferred until the extra session. 

Among other subjects which probably will 
receive attention are those looking to the 
establishment of a permanent waterways 


commission: providing for a nationa! inherit- 


ance tax; looking to the more thorough in- 
vestigation of industrial disputes, and pro- 
viding means for the improvement of farm 
conditions along the lines to be suggested 
by the president’s country life commission. 


Special Message on Resources. 

It is understood that early In January the 
president will send in a special message 
recommending certain steps for the con- 
servation of the country’s natural resources. 
There will be a renewal of the efforts to 
create forest reserves in the Appalachians 
and the White mountains. 

It is extremely doubtful, however, that any 
of the measures to be discussed will receive 


the final approval of congress.

BYANS ASSAILS ‘HEALTH FOES? 


Commissioner Attacks Critics of 
Department’s Charity. 


SAYS DOCTORS SUPPORT HIM. 


Devotes Church Sermon to Plea for 
— — 1 eral Co-ope peration, 


Commissioner of Health W. A. Evans stood 
in the pulpit of the Garfield Park Presby- 
terial? church last night and bitterly as- 
sailed the members of the Chicago Medical 
society who recently eriticised his depart- 
ment for granting free médical ald to those, 
who, it wae said, were able to pay for it. 

He also scored corporations and individuals 
who stand in the way of the enforcement 
of health regulations and asserted that, de- 
spite many obstacles, the death rate from 
contagious diseases was on the decrease in 
Chicago. 

The men who prepared the resolutions—that 
were never paseed—Dr. Evans declared were 
not representative of the mass of Chicago 
physicians, but he was sorry that they prob- 
ably would be judged by the ill timed actions 
of a disappointed few. 

» Right was right,” according to the com- 
missioner, who said the department officials 
would continue in their work, in spite of any 
opposition. 

Placid Ways Mean Inefficiency. 

The lecture by Dr. Evans supplanted the 
usual sermon by the Rev. R. Keene Ryan, 
who introduced him to the congregation. The 
commissioner spoke in Fart as follows: 

“Every health department is constantly 
in trouble. Sometimes it is organized trou- 
ble they face, but there is always more or 
less trouble. Show me a health department 
that does not cause trouble and I will show 
you one that is inefficient,” 

The Chicago health department is not con- 
cerned with its critics. It will go to the limits 
of the law if necessary to do its duty as it sees 
it, and there will be no change in administra- 
tion.“ 

Taking up the criticisms by the members 
of the medical society, Dr. Evans said: 

“I regret that a small group of men have 
seen fit to take issue with the department. 
Their views are not the views of the profes- 
sion generally, and I am sorry that the med- 
ical fraternity shoulc be judged by them.“ 


Foe to Health Worst of All. 

The commissioner then went into the con- 
ditions that bring about epidemics and de- 
scribed the obstacles met by the department 
in combating them. 

“A man who steals is a menace to the 
morals, fellowship, and good citizenship of 
a neighborhood,” he said, but a man who 
does this, or even a man who has committed 
murder, is not as bad for a community as the 
man who is a menace to good health. 

“In a certain neighborhood in Chicago,” 
said the speaker, one man caused the loss 
of $50,000 worth of property. He caused 
the loss of four lives. Fifty people were 
made sick by his neglect and disregard of the 
health of the people he lived beside. This 
was in October of 1007. The health depart- 
ment suppressed this menace to the com- 
munity. Now there is only one case of the 
typhoid, caused by this man's negiect, in 
three square miles, but the people are not 
grateful in this neighborhood. They have 
vilified the department in every way. 


Demands Abolition of Lobbies. 

“The time will come when the special in- 
terests wl not be tolerated before legisla- 
tive bodies, but now every iNegitimate un- 
dertaking hae its agents. The lobbies of 
these interests should be combated by lob- 
bies of the people. 

“The bakery ordinance and the milk or- 
dinance were fought by the lobbies, but when 
the people went before the legislators and 
laid their case before them the ordinances 
that have done so much good were passed. 

“ Another thing I want to call attention 
is that many cases of diphtheria and scariet 
fever are caused by contagion where the pa- 
tient afflicted has not the visible symptoms 
of the disease. It is due to the fact that these 
diseases are often mistaken in déagnoris. 

“I will venture to say that the deaths from 
scarlet fever will be less than one-half of 


what they were in 1907. I will also say that 
the deaths from diphtheria and typhoid fever 
will be less this year than ever before. 

“From consumption, pneumonia, and 
bronchitis and other diseases of that nature 
10,000 people died last year, but there have 
been 1,300 fewer deaths from these diseases 
this year than in 1907. 

Every man who has consumption,“ con- 
tinued the health commissioner, “ has earned 
it, and every community where it is preva- 
lent has earned it. They must also earn 
the cure. To prevent diseases you must see 


that your sleeping place is properly venti- 
ted. When this te-@onethe-terribie throat | 


and lung dffections are fighting on your 
ground. 

“There is no part ofa health program that 
can be delegated td officials. Each man, 
woman, and child in the community must 
bear the brunt, and in the war against con- 
sumption better ventilation must be the first 
step toward success in fighting it.” 

Calls for Pure Air Campaign. 

The health department’s weekly bulletin, 
issued last night, is devoted to an argument 
for the need of pure air in cars. 

“A few days ago,” said the bulletin, 
„President Weston of the South ide L 
said, in substance, that some people insisted 


on riding on the car platforms. The depart- 


ment believes in the wisdom of those people. 

„We are going to try to be more active for 
good ventilation this winter than last. Ifthe 
great majority who want good air allow 
themselves to be bluffed by the draft cranks 
we will not get far. 

“There is one place that you can control— 
your bedroom. Ventilate that. 

“The houses are being made tight for the 
winter. In consequence many people are go- 
ing to contract consumption.”

veto of the house of lords would nega- 
tive the will of the people as expressed 
at the polis. It may happen occasion- 
ally that the peers are wiser than the 
commons and the people’ and yet the po- 
litical unfairness of the situation is mani- 
fest. The committee admits that the 
party in power in the house of ‘commons 
should have a substantial following in the 
upper house. It is unable to agree on a 
plan to bring that about. If there were 
a long series of Liberal administrations 
there would be numerous accessions to 
tne ranks of the Liberal peers, but even 
then the Conservatives would be over- 


At present a great majority of the Brit- 
ish people appear to be willing to put 
up with the absurdity of hereditary legis- 
lation. They will be all the more will 
ing to do so if those legislators shall re- 
form themselves a little. According to 
present appearances they can retain leg- 
islative power indefinitely provided they 
have eR@ugh sense to gauge the strength 
and depth of popular sentiment, and thus 
avoid the danger of throwing over a 
measure which the people have made up 
their minds deliberately and inflexibiy 
shall becom law. The great art of 
knowing how to yield more or less grace- 
fully when a refusal to do s6 would be 
hazardous is the art for them to study. 
They had wit enough to give way and 
let the reform bill pass. If equally pop- 
ular and equally unwelcome legislation 
were to be pressed on them now’ they 
probably would swallow it. 


THE FRANKING PRIVILEGE. 
The annual report of the postmaster 
general tells of a deficit in the postofiice 
department of about $17,000,000. The 
expeuditures of the year were $208,000,- 
000, the receipts $191,000,000. For the

deficit is expected. : 

The third assistant postmaster general, 
in bis annual report, shows that depart- 
mental penalty matter and that sent 
under congressional frank cost the goy- 
ernment over $42,544,000. At first 
thought that outlay seems enormous, par- 
ticularly when it is compared with the 
statement of total receipts and expendi- 
tures of the postoffice department. 

The franking privilege has been criti. 
cised freely ever since it came into use. 
It is often the case that questionable use 
of it by members of congress has aroused 
fresh opposition. It is startling, at least, 
to find an outlay for free transmission 
through the United States mails agere- 
gating an amount equal to more than 
one-fifth of the total expenditures of the 
postoliice department.

000,000 for uncompensated service in tha 
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vor of civil service, abolition of fee of- 
fices, reduction of elective offices, and ex- 
tension of the election commissioners’ au- 
thority he has been the victim of the 
corn of Mr. John P. Hopkins, Mr.

AN EXPANDING CITY. 

The First ward loses five more election 
precincts. That makes a net loss of ten 
in eight ‘years. The election law re- 
quires that at least 300 votes must be 
east in a precinct. The failure of the 
First ward precincts calls enewed atten- 
tion to a steady growth of Chicago that 
is evident on every side. Business houses 
are encroaching upon districts long re- 
served for homes. The protest of unhappy 4 
citizens will be unavailing because the ex- 
pansion is forced by the demands of mod- 
ern life. It is not easy for one to move from 
a neighborhood endeared by sentiment and 
associations. But there is no sympathy 
in the insistent claims of business growth. 
The home must go when the superior ad- 
vantages of a new location appeal to firms 
whose progress is restricted in the con- 
gested district “ downtown.” 

How remarkable this expansion has 
been is apparent to any one who will take 
the time to observe it. The developments 
along Michigan avenue as far south as 
Twenty-second street furnish a good illus- 
tration of the changes. One after an- 
other the homes have had to go. The 
same thing is shown in other directions. 
The surprising thing is not that business 
houses are moving out, but, rather, that 
they have been so long in the proeess, 
everything considered. 

Changes of the sort are not new to 
Chicago. There are many people living 
here who were born in homes which once 
stood in the heart of the city. There are 
‘Others who have moved more than once 
because of the encroachments of business 
on districts supposedly free for many 
years for quiet homes. It is little wonder 
that some of them have gone far to the 
suburbs to escape another forced removal 
for the same cause, 

There are compensations, however. 
Every citizen feels pride in the develop- 
ment of Chicago. Every one has the cer- 
tain conviction of its steady growth, 
What is particularly pleasing in the situ- 
ation now apparent_is that the expansion 
of the business district ig not a forced one 
based on exceptional offers of real estate 
dealers. It is one which is resultant from 
the increasing demands made upon those 
who must furnish supplies to a growing 
population in a widening area which. looks 
to Chicago as the great central market.“ 

The expansion of the city is not a 
future expectation. It is a reality ap- 
parent to any one who will open his eyes 
and look around. \ —

It was to protect her from her own weak- 
nesses that the duke and duchess of Hijar 
undertook the duties of grand master and 
grand mistress of her household at the pal- 
ace of Castile at Paris, and time and again 
they were forced to tender their resignation 
by way of protest against the presence of 
unsavory individuals who had managed to 
wornr their way into her favor. If any public 
scandals were avoided it is due wholly to 
"the duke and duchess, to whom the reign- 
ing house of Spain owes a deep debt of 
gratitude. 

But then the dukes of Hijar always have 
been loyal lieges of their sovereign, and it 
is in recognition of an act of devotion per- 
formed by one of his ancestors in 1481 that 
the duke recelves on each epiphany a suit 
of a uniform worn by his 3 — 

recedi twelve hs. t convey 
ot ine” royal L Madrid to his own 
ancestral mansion in Castellana avenue, in 
the Spanish capital, with pomp and cere- 
mony, by dignitaries of the court In full uni- 
form, riding in state, coaches, and escorted 
by cavalry. 

This ceremony has, been taking place on 
every epiphany during near 500 years, and 
in the palace of the duke at Madrid there 
is to be found to this day the most wonder- 
fully interesting collection of costumes, well 
nigh half a thousand in number, each one 
having been worn by a king of Spain, thus 
furnishing a complete and uninterrupted 
history of royal fashions during the course 
of centuries. 

— 


Two stories are current in Spain with re- 
gard to the origin of this gift on each epiph- 
any by the rulers of Spain to the dukes of 
Hijar. According to one, a plot had been 
organized in 1431 by the Infant Don Enrique 
for the assassination of King Juan II. of 
Castile at the grand banquet which he was 
giving at Toledo in honor of the feast of the 
epiphany. While the banquet was in prog- 
ress Don Rodrigo Villadrando, count of 
Rivadeo, suddenly approached the king and 
whispered something in his ear, whereupon 
‘the monarch hastily retired with the noble 
into an adjoining room. The absence of the. 
king filled the conspirators with alarm lest 
their plot sheuld have been discovered. and 
accordingly they burst into the apartment 
to which the king had retired and fell upon 
him,-piercing him through and through with 
poniards and swords. The room was almost 
entirely dark, and it was only afterwards 
that they ascertained that the man whom 
they had murdered was not the king but 
Count Villadrando, who had changed clothes 
with his sovereign and thus enabled him to / 
effect his escape. 
— 


According to another story King Juan of 
Castile was out hunting in the district of 
Rivadeo and had not merely lost his way 
but was likewise pursued by ‘would-be as- 
sassins, when he found refuge in a cattle 
-herder’s hovel. 

On the morrow, when the king took his de- 
parture, he offered his purse to the herder, 
who indignantly rejected it, replying: 

ou are pot a true Castilian if you offer 
to your host a price for his hospitality.” 

So touched was the king by this proud an- 
swer that he insisted on bringing the man 
to Madrid, and, having commenced by cre- 
ating him a count of Rivadeo, promoted him 
to the dignity of duke of Hijar and conferred 
upon him the unique privilege of receiving a 
suit of the clothes of the Spanish monarch 
for the time being on evéry epiphany day in 
memory of having surrendered his own 
clothes to his king when the latter sought 
refuge in his hovel, drenched, hungry, worn 
out with fatigue, lost, and in danger of his 
life. 

My readers can take their choice of these 
two legends. And whichever one they may 
determine upon, the fact remains that on 
each eptphan (during near five centuries the 
rulers of Spain have been in the habit of 
sending a suit of clothes to the counts ot 
Rivadeo, dukes of Hijar, in recognition of 
remembrance of the first count of Rivadeo’s 
loyalty in saving the life of his sovereign 
in 1431. :

Room for the enlargement of the growing 
business thus built up is now more important 
to Chicago than having the raflroads 1 
on their present locations.

‘wants their room for other uses. The rail- 
roads naturally create noise, smoke, and un- 
pleasant siehts; the city proper now wants 
convenience, beauty, quiet. and cleanliness. 
It is the location of banks, dry goods houses, 
clothing stores, lawyers’ and doctors’ offices, 
and in fact the headquarters for all kinds 
of cleauly, important, and brainy business, 
It is no place fer the dirty and noisy indus- 
tries. While it is equally important that they 
should, exist in and around Chicago, the 
business question is, how can they all be 
there and still be out of the way of each 
other? How can the heavy teaming of Chi- 
cago bé lessened and the parks and drive- 
ways be rightly placed for the use of all?

From such information as I get it seems 
that only about 30 per cent of, the tonnage 
that comes into the city comes there for use 
or consumption in the city, and 70 per cent 
of it is hauled into the city, deposited in 
warehouses in the city, sold to the country, 
and then again hauled through the streets to 
the railroad depots, to be sent to places be- 
yond where it is consumed. If & location 
could de made on the outskirts of the city 
large enough for all of the railroads to there 
deliver and receive their goods, and ware- 
houses be placed there to take care of them 
and only so much of these goods as ant- 
ed for the city be sent in, the heart of Chi- 
cago would be relieved from carrying*this 
70 per cent through it, while the merchants 
would be saved the expensive facilities and 
ground for handling this 70 per cent. 

With the warehouses and milroads favor- 
ably located and adjusted to each other on 
this border location this 70 per cent could 
be moved more readily and more economical- 
ly, with communication with the central 
district by telephene and telegraph, than by 
the use of space d teams within the con- 
gested districts. The goods required in the 
city could be brought in to convenient loca- 
tions within the congested district, and the 
outgoing freight taken out, the movement 
being continuous Any tonnage wanted in 
the city, coming by any and all roads, could 
be delivered at the one particular station that 
the consignee should direct. As it is now, if 
a merchant has a building in Chicago where 
he stores his goods a wants to send some 
to each railroad statiOn in Chicago he has 
to provide the facilities for carrying it be- 
tween each station and his location. With 
this other plan he would receive and deliver 
all his business going out or coming in to the 
particular station nearest to him.

If, as one of various ways, the city of Chi- 
cago could on fair terms arrange for the 
subway to be.enlarged sufficiently for a dou- 
ble track and be Extended to such rafiroad 
center, it might be made profitable to its 
owners and of great benefit to the city. I 
venture to say. with no criticism upon the 

st, the necessity arising only from natural 
growth, that it can be revamped to the bene- 
fit of avery railroad entering Chicago and 
every branch of business. It would take. 
time and it will come some time, but if plans 
could be made and so understood that new 
industries, new movements, new railroad 
additions could profit by them, when these 
improvements, changes, and additions do 
come, these plans being publicly known 
would of themselves naturally help the de- 
velopment and shaping. 

No city in the world should be able to 
do all kinds of business and handle all kipds 
of heavy tonnage more cheaply than 1— 
cago, if its people will but realize it and 
now make proper provisién for the future. 
It is comparatively simple to do this now, 
making the necessary provisions for tts fu- 
ture growth as a business city on somewhat
